London, June 5,— In the Commons, this 
evening, Sir James Ferguson, foreign secre- 
tary, stated that the government was in re- 
ceipt of oliicial cablegrams showing that 
there had been no landing of a French 
armed force at St. George Bay or elsewhere 
in Newfoundland or Nova Scotia. The 
French vessel bail requested the removal of 
ttin nets, which request he waa justified 
iu making.

Philadelphia, June 5.— About four 
o'clock this afternoon an explosion occurred 
in the tunk steamer Hans and Kurtz, lying 
at the Atlantic Oil Refining company's dock, 
at Point Breeze. The vessel was ruined, 
and 800,000 gallons of oil, together with 
considerable wharf property, including a 
brick storage building, were destroyed by 
the (ire which resulted from the explosion. 
Joseph Quinn, aged .'10, a shipping clerk, 
was covered with burning oil, and so budly 
injured that he died soon afterwards. 
Harrif Scott, aged 36, engine 4, was over- 
come by heat and inhalation of smoke, and 
is believed to be dying. .John Kartwent, 
aged 42, the steamer's carpenter, was badly 
burned, and had hisv arm dislocated, 
bis condition is serious. Henry Cam- 
eron, aged 40, was badly burned ; 
he is in a serious condition. Win. Quinn 
and Henry Shoud, employed about th 
works, were more or less injured by flying 
oil. Robt. Poetet, cook of the steamer, had 
both feet burned. Samuel Lynn, engineer 
of No, 1 company, was scalded about the 
body. Jas. Devine, engineer of No. 4 com 
pany, was scalded. \\ illium Black, fore 
man of engine company No. 1, bad both 
hands burned. An unknown man was also 
burned by the oil. The Hans and Kurtz 
waa a trump tank steamer, owned in Ham- 
burg. She was loading with oil for Hum- 
burg when the explosion occurred iu one of 
the tanks. The damage to the ship and 
cargo is estimated at 3150, 000. The Atlan- 
tic Oil Refining Co.'s property is damaged 
to the extent of $5,000. 

Murdered l>v Siidliinx. 

DENVER, Cola., June 5. — 1>. H. Hall, pur 
chasing agent for the Importing Cattle com 
pany of Wyoming, arrived here this morn 
ing, and gives an account of an Indian 
massacre which occurred in the Upper 
Green river country several days ago. He 
says that a party of Indians that had be- 
come intoxicuted with whiskey furnished by 
the ranchemen, came to the camp of the 
Government surveyors and demanded mere 
"lire water." It being refused, the Indians 
attacked the party, killing Chief Engineer 
Crittenden, in charge of the government 
survey, and chain hearers E. Timberlake, 
Geo. Woods anil Henry Owerleyer. Jesse 
Lee, assistant engineer, was left upon the 
lield for dead, but recovered sufficiently to 
go to a neighboring ranche, where he lies in 
a precarious condition. 

Joint PnclOe Railway In inline. 

WASHINGTON, Juno f>. — Miles, of Con- 
necticut, from the Pacific Railroad commit- 
tee, submitted to the House to-day a report 
of the committee on the Joint Pacific Rail- 
way Funding Bill recently introduced. 
This bill was prepared by the committee, 
aud embraces both the Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific roads. The report states 
that it has been considered that any settle- 
ment between the United States and Pacific 
Railroad companies roads in respect of their 
indebtedness to the United States should 
be made with reference to and under the 
following considerations, among others : 
First, that the settlement should be of such 
a character as not to destroy utterly the 
value of the stock of the respective corpor- 
ations. Secondly, that to a large extent the 
patents on account of government indebted 
ness must he derived from people living along 
the lines of the respective roads. The com- 
pettiion for trans-continental traffic, says the 
report, is of such a character as to reduce 
the compensation for the through service to 
low competitive rates, so that such amounts 
as may be required to be paid on account of 
indebtedness to the government are neces- 
sarily very largely drawn from patrons ol 
the road. 

Third — That in . connection with a settle- 
ment the government should obtain for itself 
such further and additional security as the 
companies, or either of them, might lie able 
to give addition to the aided lines by which 
alone the respective debts are now secured. 
Further on it is stated that the mode of 
adjustment proposed in the bill accompany- 
ing the report dillers in two respects from 
that submitted with the report of the Senate 
committee. First, in that one-half of the 
interest on the Union Pacific debt for the 
first period of ten years has been capitalized, 
thus limiting to that extent the amount pay- 
able on behalf of that company during the 
period preceding maturity cf the first mort- 
gage bonds, which precede the government 
debt. Second, in that the distribution, on 
uccount of principal and interest of the 
Central Pacific debt, bus been assiiniUvtsd to 
the distribution of such payments prescribed 
for the Union Pncilic Co., the only differ- 
ence being in the reduction of the rate ol 
interest from from It to "2 per cent., and the 
extension of the period covered by an 
adjustment from 80 to 75 years. 

Serious Itallroail Accident. 

UfilOAOO, June 5. — A special to the Her- 
ald from Wheeling, \\ . Va., says: It is just 
learned that a Red River special train of 
two cars, tilled with Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad officials, en route to Wheeling, went 
through the trestle between here and Par- 
kersblirg. The sight is said to be appalling. 
The officials of the road can give no informa- 
tion. Surgeons have left Wheeling. It will 
be impossible to get details until very late. 

Tur I Gossip. 

CuiOAOO, June 5. — B. J. Johnson, the 
horseman to whom the famous Winter's 
String was recently priced for §55,000, with 
"El Rio Key," was met at the track to-day 
and asked for his opinion as to "El Rio 
Rcy."

A search was immediately in- 
stituted, but it is very sparsely settled in 
that country. No trace was rec ived 
until a few days ago, when the report, 
that a man and woman were travelling 
around the country many miles distant,, 
both constantly praying aloud, reached 
the ears of the searching party. Upon 
investigation it was discovered that I lie 
couple were no other than Dr. Ripper- 
dam and his wife. Doth were raving 
crazy. They still had tho body of their 
child with them, although it presented a 
sickening sight. 

A New Orlcnu* Tragedy. 

New ORLEANS, .June 4. — A terrible 
tragedy occurred here to-day. A soldier 
in tho artillery service shot his cousin, a 
girl i f seventeen, and then blew out his 
own brains with the same revolver.

It is through 
the business part of city, and is the first 
electrical road in operation in Denver.

Cincinnati, Chio, June 4. — Harry and 
Charles Badeker, aged 14 and '.) years, 
respectively, sous of Henry B jdekor, 
res tau ranter at 210th streot, were drown- 
ed in tho Ohio river last night by the up- 
setting of a skiff. They left the boathouso 
at 4 p. m. for Sand Bar to swim, and up 
to 11 o'clock this morning they had not 
returned. The skiff and two hats, id un- 
tied as theirs, were found flouting in tin; 
river early this morning near Newport 
barracks.

It 
is a custom of tho actors of tho associa- 
tion, after the yearly business meeting, 
to have a sort of celebration of the found- 
ing of tho actors fund, at which promi- 
nent men speak. Last year the speakers 
were Chauncoy Depew, Daniel Dougherty 
and William Winter. Yesterday they 
were Governor Cleveland, General Sher- 
man, General Horace Porter, and Law- 
rence Barrett.

Bk it therefore Enactkd, by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation o£ the City of 
Victoria, as follows:—

THE OREGON ELECTIONS. 

The Entire Republican State Ticket Mected, 
With tlic Exception of Governor. 

Portland, June 5. — The entire Re- 
publican state ticket is elected with the 
exception of Thompson for governor, 
who was badly scratched throughout the 
Btato. Returns art! very slow, but based 
on the count received up to last evening 
it would seem as if Pennoyer's majority 
would bo at least 1,500. Democrats 
claim his election by .'1,000. Hermann, 
for Congress, will probably have a larger 
majori y than in 1888. The legislamre 
will bo strongly Republican in both 
branches. 

Multnomah county promises not more 
than 200 majority for Thompson, but 
the republicans are still hopeful, as the 
returns are badly mixed. 

Polk county will give Pennoyor '2000 
majority and elect democratic represent- 
atives. 

Returns from the interior are coming 
in very slowly to-day on account, of the 
badly scratched tickets, and returns so 
far as received do not materially change 
she situation of last night. Pennoyer 
itill leads in the race. Democrats claim 
lis majority will be 1,500 to 3,000. 

One noticeable feature of the campaign 
rns the lack of interest manifested by the 
emocratic party. It scorned to consider 
□publican victory of all, except the gov- 



ernor, a foregone conclusion, and concen- 
trated their efforts upon that one Candi- 
da c. 

Tho next legislature will be republican, 
insuring tho re-eloction of Senator Mit- 
chell. The repub icans claim it by at 
least 10 majori y on joint ballot. Re- 
turns received from tho state indicate the 
re-election of Dinger Hermann, republi- 
can, for Congress by from 4,000 to 0,000 
majority. 

The whole republican state ticket, ex- 
cept the governor, has about 8,000 ma- 
jority, and the republicans will have 
about sixty-two members of the legislature 
out of ninety. 



Expert Testimony on Insanity, 
To the expert witness in casesof insan- 
ity and crime these questions should, it 
seems to mo, be put: Was tho prisoner 
insane at tho time when he committed 
the act of which ho is accused? Was his 
insanity of such a. nature and degree as 
to deprive him of control over his con- 
duct? What are the grounds upon which 
you bavo formed these opinions? It 
would then remain for tho jury, aided 
by tho judge, and with tho assistance of 
other experts if necessary, to decide on 
tho validity of the grounds stated and on 
the weight to bo attached to tho opinions 
expressed. 

Expert testimony, to bo of tho highest 
value, ought, of course, to be founded on 
an examination, or, better still, on re- 
peated examinations, of the accused, 
made as soon as possiblo after the perpe- 
tration of tho crime. But insanity is a 
chronic disease; and even when tho ex- 
pert has not seen the alleged lunatic until 
some time after his crime, ho may still 
be able to say whether in the course of a 
disease still existing, or of tho recent ex- 
istence of which there are traces, such a 
criminal act was likely to crop up as 
part and parcel of tho disease; and 
whether it is consistent with his experi- 
ence and with tho history of tho act that 
tho accused could not help it.— Sir James 
C. Browne, M. D., in Popular Science 
Monthly. 

Carbonic Acid Gas for Raising Vessels. 

In the account of a German establish- 
ment devoted to tho manufacture of car- 
bonic acid on a largo scale for industrial 
purposes, recently contributed to The 
Wochenschril't des osterr Ingenieur-und 
Architekten-Vereines, reference is made 
to an experiment carried out a Bhort 
time ago at the government dock yards 
at Kiel, with carbonic acid gas aa a 
means of raising sunken vessels. In 
the trial a number of balloons mado 
of canvas were attached by divers to the 
submerged object to bo lifted, tho bal- 
loons being readily taken below in a col- 
lapsed state. Each balloon contained 
one or more flasks of liquid carbonic 
acid, which, at tho proper time, was per- 
mitted to escape by tho divers, and, in- 
flating the balloons, gave thein sufficient 
buoyancy to raise tho object Compared 
with tho method of pumping atmospheric- 
air into the balloons, tho carbonic acid 
process would seem to offer tho advan- 
tages of cheapness and simplicity, tho 
pumping outfit being dispensed with. 
Besides this, tho lifting is accomplished 
in a relatively short space of time — an 
important consideration whero so unre- 
liable a factor as tho state of weather 
enters into tho execution of a piece of 
work. — Engineering and Building Rec- 
ord. 



Cat us Marl us. 

Caius Marius, a Roman general and 
emperor of B. C. 157, while not a man 
of gigantic stature, was, nevertheless, 
possessed of muscles fully developed and 
hard as iron. He was born of an ob- 
scuro family and often performed extra- 
ordinary feats of bodily strength before 
becoming the ruler of an empire. His 
favorite trick was that of having his 
feet made fast to a tree with chains and 
ropes and then holding tho axlo of a 
cart in spite of tho combined strength of 
two heavy horses. On other occasions 
he would lie flat on his back with a 
heavy timber across his chest and allow 
horses to be led the full length of tho 
beam. Trebellins Pollio tolls of this, and 
he is usually reckoned as one esteemed 
for the truth and fidelity of his history. 
—John W. Wright in St. Louis Republic.

NOT ANSWERED. 



Mr. John Grant evidently finds it easier 
to deny a statement in a ruffianly manner 
than to disprove it by evidence satisfactory 
to reasonable men. Wo have proved out 
of Mr. Grant's own mouth that he con- 
siders Floury George's principle of single- 
tax a "fair and equitable basis of taxation." 
Since then Mr. Grant has been discreetly 
silent, f< r the very obvious reason that 
he has nothing to say. 

Those who have read Henry George's 
works know that the abolition of tho pri- 
vate ownership of land is tho very foun- 
dation of Henry George's scheme. Take 
away that and there is nothing left. 

And how does Hon y George propose 
to make land the property of tho .State ? 
In the simplest way in the world. By 
forcib'y taking it from those who own it 
without giving them tho slightest compen- 
sation. This, as we havo shown by quo- 
tations from Henry George's work, "Pro- 
gress and Poverty," is what George's 
theory rests upon, and, consequently, the 
man who accepts tho single-tax scheme, 
whether his name is Grant or Beaven or 
Bragg, regards the principle of taking 
men's property from thoin without giving 
them anything for it as a just and honest 
principle. 

Mr. John Grant has publicly declared 
that "the principle of single tax sug- 
gested A FAIR AND EQUITABLE BASIS OF 

taxation, and to bring it into practical 
uso it would no doubt remove many of 
tho existing abuses under the present 
systems." 

Mr. Grant did not tell the workingmen, 
whose votes he is trying so hard to get, 
that the system which ho pronounces fair 
and equitable would prevent any of them 
from owning a foot of land, and would 
take from such of them as have land their 
property. It would not suit to toll them 
this plain truth, so it was kept back. But 
it' has enme out now in spite of him. 
What has he to say ! Will he persist in 
saying that Henry George's system of 
single tax is just and equitable? Will he 
again give his endorsement to a scheme of 
whol<?s*lo robbery ? 



SUPPRESSING TEE TRUTH. 

The Times is altogether mistaken when 
it says that the editor of The Colonist 
was at the workingmen's meeting. He 
was not there, and ho had not the slight- 
est idea of what Mr. Beaven had said un- 
til ho saw the reports in tho newspapers. 

Why does the Times try to conceal the 
leading features of tho single-tax system 
as advocated by Henry George .' It is 
simply dishonest when it keeps out of 
view the fact that its main feature is the 
abolition of private property in land, am 
that Henry George and his disci 
pies advocate taking tho land from 
its owners without giving them tho 
slightest coinpensa ion, that it is, as 
Mr. Gladstone denominates it, a scheme 
of robbery, and that the advocates of tho 
scheme are tho apostles of plunder. Let 
the Times try to be honest. Henry George 
doe3 not conceal the fact that his scheme 
is based upon robbery, and why should 
his disciples bo less outspoken ? Does 
the Times advocate taking tho land from 
its owners, small as well as great, with- 
out giving them a coat in return ( 

It is littlo less than idiotic to attempt 
to show that exempting a small home- 
stead altogether from taxation lias any 
connection, near or remote, wi lithe single 
tax theory. Under George's system 
thoro would be no such tiling as a home- 
stead. Tho Government, instead of 
giving tho settler a farm to be his own 
property and to be his children's aftor 
him, would charge him ;v rent for it, and 
if ho did not pay that rent promptly 
would turn him out neck and crop. Mr. 
Bobs m's homestead policy is as far re- 
moved from George's single tax 
scheme as it is possible to h 
Mr. Robson givos the settlor land 
and, for a time, exempts it from 
taxation. Henry George would tako tho 
land from the settlor, would treat him as 



a trespasser or a robber, and would, after 
tho State had taken possession of his 
farm, make him pay a heavy rent for it. 
And the same would be done with the 
workingman's town lot. It would be 
charitable to assume that tho writer of 
tho Times leader knows nothing what- 
ever of tho single tax system, if ho has 
read Henry Goorgo's works, he must bo 
wilfully trying to deceive the readers of 
tho Times. 

A RAPID CHANGE. 

Tho organ of tho Opposition was the 
other day in tho doleful dumps, and 
seemed utterly disheartened. While it 
was in thnt low condition of mind it 
spoko gloomily of tho prospects of the 
Opposition. It has evidently been lec- 
tured by sonio one in authority about its 
frankness, for it has suddenly reached 
the other extreme, and paints tho future 
of its party in roseate hues. The tran- 
sition from tho depths of despondency to 
the highest pinnacle of hope is exceeding- 
ly funny. We have a very strong sus- 
picion that there was a great deal more 
sincerity in the organ's dismal pred ctions 
than thero is in its joyful anticipations. 
Its bragging of to-day is not by any 
means consistent with its grumbling and 
growling of a week or so ago. 

Tho portraits which it paints of the 
Opposition candidates arc not exactly 
photographs. Wo are very much afraid 
that their nearest and dearest friends will 
not see in them any resemblance to the 
originals. The bright colors aro plastered 
on altogether too thickly and too unskil- 
fully. We trust that the candidates will 
not become too proud when they contem- 
plate what purport to be their portraits 
in the Times. Daubs of that kind are 
calculated to ovoke critical remarks from 
beholders which sro tho very reverse of 
complimentary. The contrast between 
the picture and the person of whom it is 
intended to be a likeness is so great as to 
be comical, and the portrait that was in- 
tended to raise tho original in the public 
esteem is much more likely than not to 
make him an object of general ridicule. 
We might illustrate our meaning by pas- 
sages from the article under considera- 
tion, but we refrain. We, however, ad- 
vise our contemporary to tako a few les- 
sons before it again tries its hand at por- 
trait painting. 



position's policy, as far as it can bo ascer- 
tained, is an extremely bad uno, and 
thero is not a member of it whom an in- 
telligent, self-respecting man would care 
to follow. Its record for the past eight 
years has been almost a blank. What littlo 
vigor it possessed at first had, before the 
dissolution, completely disappeared. The 
most superficial observer could seo that 
its usefulness was tgouo. To strengthen 
an Opposition which has neither men nor 
measures would be most unwise, and Mr. 
Keith is evidently too intelligent and too 
progressive a man to attach himself to an 
Opposition whose only declarod principle 
—that of stato railway build ng— is a 
vicious one, and which has not a single 
good quality to recommend it to men of 
sense and enterprise. 

AN IRRECONCILABLE. 

Mr. 0. Mclvonzie, one of the candi- 
dates for the representation for the dis- 
trict of Nanaimo, declaros himself to be 
an irreconcilable opponent of the Gov- 
ernment. This is what he said on a re- 
cent occasion : 

"I am opposed to the present Govern- 
ment; 1 will always opp so them— both in 
the House and out of the House, in season 
and out of season, and on all occasions. 

An intelligent correspondent of the 
Free Press regards such an attitude on 
tho part of a poison wishing to represent 
thodistiict in the Legislature as most 
unreasonable, and very properly considers 
that the electors wou'd not be consulting 
their own interests to return a man whose 
ruli ig passion evidently is hatred of the 
present Government. He says : 

"Is it right that this district should 
send a man to Parliament: who has 
plodded himself to oppi.se every measure 
the Government may bring d wn, no 
matter how important that measure may 
be?" 

Another correspondent of the samo 
paper say.? : 

"Surely Mr. McKenzie must take the 
electors for a lot of mining hammers to 
suppose tli.t they would east their votes 
for any man who would make such a 
declarat ion. A man appealing as he does 
to tho electorate, must really be out of 
his senses to make such a ligh -headed 
declaration." 

These are level-headed men, and if 
they represent at .ill fairly tho public 
opinion of the district it will not bo repre- 
sented in the next Assembly by a political 
bigot or a chronic sorehead. 



" SO NEAR AND YET SO FAR." 

On Wednesday the Times boastingly 
declared that •' tirst blood was drawn by 
tho Opposition at Nanaimo. Mr. Keith, 
the member elected by acclamation, ia 
the miners' representative, whose plat- 
form is distinctly opposed to that of the 
Robson Government," It became so 
elated by the supposod acquisition, that it 
forthwith predicted that the Opposition 
of to-day will, when the new Assembly is 
organized, become the Government. But, 
alas, for the fallihi'ity of Opposition 
organs. The Nanaimo Free Press, on the 
same day and most likely at the very 
same hour, in its leading article announc- 
ed that it— 

"Has been ofiicially requested to make 
public the fact that neither Mr. Thomas 
Keith, the member-elect for Nanaimo 
city, nor Mr. Thomas Forster, the miners' 
candidate for the District, aro, or have 
been, put forward in opposition to the 
present Government, under the leader- 
ship of tho Hon. John Robson. Neither 
are they pledged nor obligated in the 
slightest manner with the party known 
as tho Opposition, headed by the Hon. 
R. Bsaven, The desires, aims and in- 
structions of the Association to their 
nominees are that they shall give an 
independent support to the present 
Government as long as they administer 
the affairs of the province in a broad, 
liberal and progressive spirit, and in 
which tho laboring classes receive duo 
consideration." 

We sympathise with our contemporary 
in its disappointment. It has been weak 
enough to do what is very often done by 
foolish people'who are too .sanguine. It 
has been counting- its chickens before they 
were hatched, and the result has been, as 
it frequently is, dreadfully mortifying. 
Instead of Mr. Keith being a member of 
tho new Opposition ho has been elected a 
supporter of the existing Government. 
So after all, "first blood" has been drawn, 
not by the Opposition, but by the Gov- 
ernment. 

This was what might havo been oxpect- 
ed. Tho thrae last governments have 
administered the affairs of the province 
fairly and with a view to benefitting the 
inhabitants of tho whole province. We 
saw that the electors of the distant dis- 
trict of Cariboo wore so woll satisfied with 
the efforts of the administration to pro- 
vide for the wants of their part of tho 
country that they invited the First Min- 
ister to bo their representative. Even 
the discontented spirits of tho Lower 
Fraser have nothing to say against tho 
Government's general management 
of public affairs. Tho Redistri- 
bution Act is all that they havo 
to complain of. Why then should tho 
people of Nanaimo send a man to the 
Legislature to oppose a Government that 
has done them nothing but good ? Tho 
Redistribut on law has increased their in- 
fluence in tho Legislature, and their local 
wants have been provided for to tho full 
extent of tho means at tho Government's 
disposal. 

Besides, is thero any earthly reason 
why an Island constituency should desiro 
to strengthen tho Opposition ? Tho Op-

IT A LY. 

Italy is suffering from what is ruining 
many individuals in every community in 
these days. She has been living beyond 
her means. She has been attempting to 
vie in expenditure with her rielnr neigh- 
bors. The consequences are debt, em- 
barrassment and misery. Germany, Aus- 
tria, France and Russia had big armies, 
Italy concluded that she must havo a big 
army also. The Great Powers were build- 
ing large fleets of expensive ships, Italy 
considered that her interests required her 
to follow their example. The greater 
part of the money needed to pay and arm 
the soldiers and to build and equip 
tho ships was borrowed. The taxes 
were increased to meet 'ho new obli- 
gations. The people of Italy are not 
rich. The increased burdens were more 
than many of them could bear. Tho Gov- 
ernment did not want money only, it 
wanted men— men to till the ranks of its 
disproportionately large army. The 
young men, the bread-winners, were 
forced to become soldiers. To escape the 
intolerable load of taxation and tho 
equally intolerable military service, Ital- 
ians left their country in thousands. They 
emigrated to the United States and to 
So Hi. America, and tli ■ country is still 
being drained of it:; life's blood. The 
intent, it is said, is the next thing 



Oovernniei 
to bankrupt, and times are so hard that 
great numbers of the people cannot find 
employment. It is evident that the Ital- 
ian Government must do something more 
effective than to drive a few newspaper 
correspondents out of t he country because 
their representations of the real stat e of 
the nation's finances were only too true. 
It will, if it desires to escape ruin, have 
to go slow. It must cut d wn its expen- 
diture and begin to live within its means. 
This is the only cure for the evils from 
which the country iH now suflerine. Its 
Government will have to reverse the 
policy which it has for the last few years 
pursued. The work of retrenchment isa 
very unpleasant one for a proud man or a 
proud nation to begin, but, if it is not 
commenced in time voluntarily, it will bo 
forced upon the spendthrift, and then it 
is infinitely more humiliating and greatly 
loss beneficial. But Italy has great re- 
cuperative powers, and, if its Government 
acts wisely and discree ly, it will, before 
very long, ho again in a flourishing 
conditio n.

THE PERILS OF THE SEA. 



Thrilling Account of the Narrow 
cajie of the French Steamer 
La tiascoffiic.

Stiikes ;t Rock Oil fche Scilly Islands 
aud Readies Port in a Disabled 
Condition. 



A cable despatch from Paris gives the 
following thrilling particulars of the acci- 
dent tu the Frunch steamship Ln Gus- 
cogno:— 

ai 1 1 o'clock this (Ma}' 2G)moruing tho 
steamer La Gascogne lauded her imssen 
gers at Havre. The trip from Now Yorl 
hud been a shnv one, but there wero seri 
ous reasons for the delay; In fact, it was 
a intrude that the s earner ever reached 
Havre at all- -almost a miracle that she is 
not lying now at the bottom of tho sea oil' 
the Scilly islands. This is how it hap- 
pened; On Sunday morning tho Gascogne 
was steaming ahead at half speed envel- 
»ned in a dense fog. The hour was 9:50 
o'clock. A few minutes before a sounding 
had been made and fifty fathoms of water 
had been registered. The last bearings 
had been taken at Friday noon, hut since 
then Captain Sautelli had been unable to 
establish reckonings en account of the 
impenetrable fog. The captain knew, 
however, that m the natural course the 
steamer must pass close to tho Scilly 
islands, and as an extra caution he had 
the vessel headed two points away from 
tho point of possible danger. 

Such was the situatiou. When eight 
bells sounded the Gascogne was moving 
slowly in a calm sea, with four men in the 
bows, one man in the crosstroes, Captain 
Santelli and the third officer on tho bridge. 
Most of the passengers wore still below, 
when tho bank of dense fog suddenly lift- 
ed as a curtain rises from a stage, and re- 
vealed dead ahead, so eloso that one could 
lmvo tossed a biscuit on it, a black, ugly 
rock a fow feet above tho water, showing 
a surface as large, perhaps, as a billiard 
table. 

Tho four men at the bow saw the 
danger first, and waved their arms franti- 
cally witli a backward motion. The cap- 
tain saw the signal and understood it. 
Like a flush he sprung past the subordi- 
nate officer, seized tho wooden handle of 
tho electric dial, and four times, in rapid 
succession, described a half circle with 
the lever that told tho ongineer to reverse 
tin- engines as he valued his life. 

Then, with another bound, the cap'ain 
reversed the wheel and with all his might 
drew the helm hard a port. He had done 
all that human hand could do. With 
tight-shut lips and whitened cheeks, he 
clutched the spokes and waited. The 
great ship trembled, end to end, as the 
engines wero reversed. Almost at the 
same moment a slight shock was felt on 
the port side, just about the line of tho 
bridge. 

Then the retrograde movement began. 
The Gascoguo slide gently off the rock 
and backed away into safety. Then the 
same impenetrable fog settled down 
again and the rocks vanished. That was 
where the miracle came in, for, had the 
fog lifted a few minutes Inter, or had it 
not lifted at all, nothing could have saved 
tho ship from destruction. 

An investigation proved that the vessel's 
iron side had been torn open by the 
shock, and that the sea was pouring 
through the opening, which lay below the 
water line. The cargo wa3 promptly 
shifted so as to raise tho wounded part as 
far out of tho water as possible. Tipping 
to one aide in this way the Gascogne 
came into the harbor as soon as possible 
after the accident. 

A Herald correspondent, who chanced 
to be among tho passengers, interviewed 
Oapt. .Santelli. " What was the rock wo 
struck, sir ? " 

" It was a small member of the Scilly 
islands. It was a narrow escape." 

" liufc how do you account for having 
been so far to the north ? " 

"It is certainly very strange," an- 
swered the captain, "especially as I had 
headed the vessel out to sea for extra 
safety. 1 can only account for the extra- 
ordinary deviation by assuming that we 
were borne to the north by some un- 
known currents. I have made over two 
hundred voyages, however, but have 
never hoard of such currents. The ex- 
tent of the vessel's deviation from the 
normal course is shown by the fact that 
the rock we struck, which is known as 
Bishop's island, lies at tho opposite side 
of the group to that on which the Gas- 
cogue should have passed. On tho self- 
same rock tho Schiller sank some years 
ago, when somo hundreds of lives were 
lost."

THE IRON INDUS TRY. 

A Trip to the Sooke Mine— Notes by the Way. 

A Colonist reporter, having learned 
that Mr. A. B gg had recently visited tho 
Sooke district, interviewed him and 
elicited the following particulars relative 
to the trip: Tho route taken was by 
Parsons' IJridge and Mctohosin road. 
To the Four-Mile House the drive is 
lovely. The hotel is stylish and pic- 
turesque, with its snow white fences aud 
well-stocked gardens. Parsons' .Bridge 
hotel, at the upper end of Esquimalt 
Harbor, is the next place of note. The 
view from that point, including tho naval 
station, is very line. The hotel proprie- 
tor has a snug, well-attended farm, with 
promising crops of grass, grain and roots. 
Some distance further on is another 
hotel, called tho "Farmers' Exchange." 
A post office is attached to this hostelry 
and near by is a well-attended public 
school. Passing onward, Mr. Hogg 
noticed, near the load sido, a man mak- 
ing wooden hoops out of spring pine 
trees, which ho split into two or threo 
parts, according to the si/.o of the sapling. 
The workman turned out to be 
a Scotchman, aud the hoops wero 
being made for lime barrels. Following 
tho lino of telegraph a short distance 
further the Metchosin road branched 
off to tho left. No settlement appears 
on tho road for somo miles until another 
Rchoolhouso is reached, when the road 
strikes off at right angles a quarter of a 
milo to intersect the Happy Valley road, 
hi this section of the Happy Valley aro 
somo good farms. Mr. Colo has a lino 
grass crop nearly ready for the scythe, 
and considerable old hay on hand from 
last seassn. He is one of the earliest 
settlers, having come out with Mrs. Colo 
around Cape Horn, in tho Hudson's Bay 
Company's service. On Mr. Cole's farm 
is a mineral spring, the wafer of which 13 
celebrated for having cured various ail- 
ments, especially liver and urinary dis- 
eases, when other remedies had failod, 
There is nothing nauseous in the taste of 
the water. Throe miles or so further on 
complete 1 twenty miles from Victoria, 
and reached the fine farm of Redder Hay, 
owned by Mr. Vi e, who is also one of the 
earliest settlers in that part of the 
country. He has cleared about fifty 
acres. Tho estate covers about 700 acres. 
Shortly af or leaving Mr. Vine's romantic 
residence, built on a prominent rock, a 
branch road sweeps roundlby Beocher Ray, 
tho proposed terminus of the extension 
of the E. & N. Railway. The country 
along this portion of the route is rocky 
and uneven, but tho road makers have 
done the very best they could in the 
grades adopted, and the roads along the 
whole way are in excellent condition, 
except one solitary two hundred yards, 
which is to be overhauled at once, 
as Mr. Begg learned from the road over- 
seer, who was at tho time measuring the 
distance to find out tho expense of tho 
repairs needed. After passing tho head 
of Beocher Bay, tho road follows the 
margin of a marshy pass which loads 
along north-westerly until it reaches the 
south side of Sooke harbor. Somo pretty 
residences aro built along the water front. 
A school house is also built at a central 
point near the roadside; some of tho 
pupils have to walk three miles to reach 
it. Near tho entrance to Sooke Harbor 
is a post oflice — Mr. Keills, tho last on 
tho line. This point was at one tiino a 
Hudson Hay trading post, but now be- 
longs to Mr. Koill, who can boast of as 
nice a flower garden, as thrifty fruit 
troes, and as good hay and ns early pota- 
toes as any man in tho district. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kcill aro both from Scotland, and 
their next neighbor, Mr. B. Barney, is a 
Scotchman from near John o' Groat's 
House. On the rising slope from tho 
harbor, some ripe wild strawberries were 
picked. Saill farther on, out on a point 
or headland, is Mr. Gottel's farm, tho 
Ultima Thule of settlement in that direc- 
tion. The crops on that farm are far 
advanced for the season. Rye is headed 
out, and barley is almost headed. Farther 
round tho headland, is the Sooke Iron 
Mine, winch Mr. Begg wished to lmvo a 
look at, to bettor understand its location 
and surroundings. Ho found plenty of 
accessible ore, which is shown by assays, 
already made for tho proprietors, to yield 
a good percentage of pure iron, and if 
properly worked would, doubtless, turn 
out to be a profitable industry and of 
great value to thp province.

It causes the most sober person to dance, 
shout and laugh with the boisterous ex- 
citement of a madman, and to rush 
about cutting the most ridiculous capers 
for about an hour. At tho expiration of 
this time exhaustion sets in and tho ex- 
cited person falls asleep, to wake after 
several hours with no recollection what- 
ever of his antics.— New York Telegram.

Theatres In Japan. 
Tho theatres of Japan begin in tho 
morning and last until sundown. The 
audiences sit on the floor, and the people 
are as much affected as children by the 
plays. Whole families como and spend 
tho entire day in tho theatre. Some of 
them bring their provisions with them, 
and others have them served from the 
neighboring tea houses. In some thea- 
tres, when a person wishes to leave the 
hall and como back again, ho is not 
given a return check as with us. There 
is no passing of your ticket to newsboys 
in Japan. The doorkeeper takes hold of 
tho right hand of the man going out and 
stamps on his wrist the mark of the 
theatre. When the playgoer returns, he 
presents his wrist, tho seal of the theatre 
is shown and ho is admitted.— Boston 
Flag. 

Chinese Medicine. 

Tho San Francisco Examiner reporter 
says the doctor pulled out a drawer from 
under tho counter , and exhibited hun- 
dreds of mummy grasshoppers, 

"These are good for little children," he 
said. "In China every spring millions 
qf these bugs come in the fields. Pretty 
soon the grasshopper dies and tho meat 
turns into a fly. Tho hind legs and little 
tail drop off and the littlo fly goes away. 
Then there is nothing but tho shell left. 
Tho laborers in the fields gather these 
and dry them in tho sun. They make 
good medicine in powders. 

"Chinese babies never die from con- 
vulsions when teething liko white babies. 
T^is powder acts on the stomach when 
the stomach teeth aro coming through 
and makes them good and strong." 



Shearing by Electricity. 

Sheep are now sheared by electricity 
in Australia, Frederick Wolseley, a 
brother of Lord Wolseley, having in- 
Tented a machine for the purpose. The 
method! of using the shears is very sim- 
ple, tho operator having merely to throw 
a friction wheel into adjustment by 
means of a handle, and then push the 
comb into the wool, pressing it continu- 
ously forward and keeping it as closely 
as possible to the body of the animal be- 
ing operated upon. From ono to ono hun- 
dred shears can be operated at one time. 
By this mode the shearing is done more 
mercifully than when dono by hand 
shears, — Exchange, 



Forestry In Germany. 
The Germans have been tho pioneers 
in scientific forestry, as in so many other 
lines of progress. With a total forest 
area of only 34,840,000 acres, of which 
11,234,000 belong to the state, the Ger- 
man empire has no less than nine schools 
of forestry, and during tho three years 
ending with 1888 it published 177 books 
on the various branches of the subject. 
There are also ten periodicals devoted to 
forestry, and a general association of 
foresters with annual meetings and ten 
local societies. — Montreal Star. 



Frinii the Sixteenth Century. 
The peculiar bands ornamented with 
lattice work of narrow parchment strips 
seen on tho back of every ledger are a 
reminiscence of the way in which those 
books used to bo bound as far back its tho 
Sixteenth century.

It Sucks tho Blood of WhatoTor Comes in 
Contact with It. 
Leroy Dunstan, the well known natu- 
ralist of this city, who has recently re- 
t Timed from Central America, where he 
l:iad spent nearly two years in the study 
of the flora and fauna of the country, 
, relates the finding of a singular growth 
in ono of tho swamps about tho great 
lakes of Nicaragua. 

He was engaged in hunting for botan- 
ical and entomological specimens in this 
swamp, which is known as San Sebas- 
tian's, when ho heard his dog cry out as 
if in agony from a distance. Running to 
the spot from which the animal's cries 
came, Mr. Dunstan found him enveloped 
in a perfect network of what seemed to 
be a fine, ropelike tissuoof roots or fibers, 
the nature of which was unknown to 
him. 

Tho plant or vino seemed composed en- 
tirely of hare, interlacing stems, resem- 
bling more than anything else tho 
branches of tho weeping willow denuded 
of all foliage, but of a dark, nearly black 
hue, and covered with a thick, viscid 
gum that exuded from the pores. Draw- 
ing his knife, Mr. Dunstan endeavored 
to cut tho animal free, but it was only 
with tho greatest difficulty that ho suc- 
ceeded ill severing the fleshy, muscular 
fiber. To his honor and amazement the 
naturalist then saw that the dog's body 
was covored with blood, while his hair- 
less skin appeared to have been actually 
sucked or puckered in spots, and the ani- 
mal staggered as if from weakness and 
exhaustion. 

In cutting tho vine tho twigs curled 
liko living, sinuous fingers about Mr. 
Dunstan's hand, and it required no slight 
force to free the member from its cling- 
ing grasp, which left the flesh red and 
blistered, The gum exuding from tho 
vine was of a grayish dark tinge, re- 
markably adhesive and of a disagreeable 
animal odor, very powerful and nauseat- 
ing to inhale. 

The native servants who accompanied 
Mr. Dunstan manifested tho greatest 
horror of the vine, which they call la 
sagenas do diablo, tho devil's scino or 
snare, and were full of storiesof its death 
dealing powers. 

One af these stories was of an English- 
man residing in Managua, who, while 
hunting in tho swamp a few years ago, 
lay down beneath a tree where a largo 
and powerful specimen of this singular 
plant was growing, and, inadvertently 
falling asleep, awoke to find himself en- 
veloped in its web, and in spite of every 
effort made to extricate him, perished in 
its deadly embrace. 

Another slory was of an escaped con- 
vict who had hidden in tho swamp, 
whose bones had been found in tho folds 
of the sagenas only a short time before 
Mr. Dunstan's visit. These stories, re- 
markable as they seem, are firmly be- 
lieved in by tho people, but tho only 
three specimens which Mr. Dunstan was 
able to find were all small ones, though 
tho meshes of the largest would prob- 
ably, if extended in a straight line, 
measure nearly, if not quite, 100 feet. 
He was able to discover very little about 
the nature of the plant, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of handling it, for its grasp can 
only bo torn away with loss of skin and 
even of flesh, but, sonearasMr. Dunstan 
could ascertain, its powr"- nf suction is 
contained in a numb"' . infinitesimal 
mouths or little si'" ! which, ordina- 
rily closed, open ior the reception of 
food. 

Tho gum exuded seems to serve the 
two fold purpose of increasing its ten- 
acity and overcoming a victim by its 
sickening odor. The plant is found only 
in low, wet places, and usually beneath 
a large tree, and while dormant seems 
only a network of dry, dead vines cov- 
i cring tho black earth for several feet, 
i but coming into contact with anything 
! will instantly begin to twist and twine 
; upward in a horrible, life like manner, 
; breaking out with tho gum like substance 
spoken of before, and inwrap the object 
| with a celerity almost incredible. 

If the substance is animal tho blood is 
| drawn otX and tho carcass or refuse then 
dropped. A lump of raw meat being 
i thrown it, in the short time of five min- 
' utes the blood will be thoroughly drunk 
up and the mass thrown aside. Its vo- 
racity is almost beyond belief, it devour- 
ing at one time over ten pounds of meat, 
though it maybe deprived of all food for 
weeks without any apparent loss of vi- 
tality. Mr. Dunstan attempted to bring 
away a root of the sagenas, but it died 
during bis return voyage, growing so 
foul with a strong odor of real animal 
corruption that he was obliged to get rid 
1 of it. — New Orleans Cor. Atlanta Consti- 
• tution. 

No Snakes, but Mosquitoes. 

; There are no snakes in Alaska, per- 
haps, because no snakes would live there. 
Tho only frog ever discovered by ex- 

1 plorers thero was found by my own 
party some years ago. Probably, how- 
ever, thero is no part of the world where 
mosquitoes aro more dreadful than in 
Alaska. Tho soil is of a soft, spongy 
character that holds water for days after 
a rain, and tho insects aro bred out of it 
in such swarms that it is hardly possible 
for man or any other animal to exist 
among them. They attack tho moose 
with such ferocity as to drivo tho beasts 
into the rivers, where the natives attack 
them with knives. Bears and reindeer 
are plentiful. Perhaps tho worst part of 
Alaska is that to tho northwest, south of 
the Yukon river — crossed but once by a 
party of explorers, who nearly starved 
to death.— Washington Star.

STEAMEKS KOK THIS COAST 

The Australia Has Been Granted American 
Registry. 

San Francisco, June 4.— Dispatches 
have been received from Washington an- 
nouncing that the steamship Australia has 
been granted an American registry. The 
president is expected to sign the bill with- 
out delay. The steamer will consequently 
substitute the American for the Hawaiian 
Hag when she comes in on her next trip 
from the islands. This change was made 
at the request of Messrs. J. D. Spreckles 
& Bros., $223,000 having been spent in re- 
building her in this city not long ago. It 
is stated that for the present she will re- 
main on the Hawaiian line, but it is not at 
all improbable that she will bo transferred 
to the colonial service. 

It is understood that Mr. J. D. Sprecklcs 
and brother contemplate the construction 
of three 5,000-ton iron .steamers for the 
Australian service in case the present con- 
gress passes the bounty and mail subsidy 
bills. These vessels will be built in accord- 
ance with naval regulations, which would 
mike them available for cruisers in case of 
war, and will have a speed of 18 knots an 
hour. 

Those who are in position to know say 
the Pacific Mail company would build at 
least three 5,000 tonners in such an event, 
and that at least four steamers will be built 
for the Chilian and Peruvian trade. This 
would make at luaat 10 steamers for a start 
on this coast.
